Report of 
the Town Manager 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


The report for 1972 is the 25th under Selectmen-Manager 
form of government and the 179th since incorporation. 

Mr. Richard C. Beckwith was appointed by the Selectmen 
and commenced work in February 1972 as the first full time 
Assessor, the position having been established at the March 8, 
1971 town meeting, replacing the former 5-man Board of Asses- 
sors. The Selectmen also appointed a Board of Assessment Re- 
view consisting of three members to hear appeals from the 
decision of the Assessor. 

In 1971 your Selectmen decided to have a three year program 
to update street lighting by replacing incandescent lights with 
mercury-vapor lighting. Funds were provided at the last town 
meeting to change about one-third of the existing incandescent 
lights. Last spring the Selectmen surveyed several streets, which 
resulted in the Central Maine Power Company being authorized 
to make approximately 75 changes based on a 1967 plan prepared 
by the Company. Improved lighting changes were made in the 
following areas: Perham St., Middle St., Upper Main St., Lower 
Main St., Davis Road, Abbott Hill, Barlen St., Highland Ave., all 
of Farmington Falls, and Bridge and Oak St., West Farmington. 
Funds are included in the budget to continue the program. 

The Selectmen received a petition signed by sixty taxpayers 
asking that improved and additional lighting be provided for the 
business area. A lighting specialist has been asked to make a 
survey of the area and to make recommendations as to needed 
improvements. 

The Fire Chief and several members of the department met 
with the Selectmen and Town Manager several times in early 
winter to discuss the possibility of the town providing the Fire 
Department a town owned Fire Station. The Selectmen are in- 
serting an article in the town meeting warrant to see if the voters 
will approve the establishing a ‘‘Fire Station Construction Reserve 
Fund”. If the voters approve the establishing of the fund a 
second article will provide for the making an appropriation to the 
Reserve Fund. 

The Franklin County Memorial Hospital terminated its con- 
tract with the town to provide ambulance service effective June 
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30, 1972. The town then entered into a three year contract with 
Able Ambulance Service, Inc. operated by Mr. Paul Lepage, ata 
cost to the town of $2 per capita. 

The sewer project has been in full progress through 1972. 
The treatment plant started operation on November 16, 1972 with 
Daniel Chandler in charge. There is still minor work to be com- 
pleted at the plant, such as second application of hottop to the 
entrance and parking area, seeding and landscaping which will 
be done in the spring. The contractor will not Officially turn the 
plant over to the town until next spring. The interceptor line is 
complete and was accepted by the town last July, subject to a 
one year warranty. There are three more areas where pipe is to 
be laid, Winter St., West Farmington, Lake Ave., and the installa- 
tion of a small pumping station and force main in the area of 
St. Lukes Church. This work will be done in the spring. 

There are a number of streets to be paved in the spring as a 
result of the project. Several have received the base course, 
several others in West Farmington have not had any paving due 
to winter season. 

In the spring it is planned to have open house at the treat- 
ment plant so that interested citizens may have an opportunity 
to inspect the plant and the treatment process. 

Bonds in the amount of $835,000 were issued in September 
1972 and were purchased by the Farmers Home Administration 
with an interest rate of 5%, to be repaid over a period of thirty 
years., The bond issue finances the towns share of the cost of the 
treatment plant, interceptor sewer and collector sewers. 

Billing period for sewer service will start of January 1, 1973. 
The Sewer User Fee will be $67 annually providing water con- 
sumption is not in excess of 8,000 cu. ft. per year. Excess of this 
amount will be charged at the rate of $2.33 per thousand cu. ft. 
Bills will be mailed at the end of each calendar quarter. 

_ The Highway Department spent the greater part of the time 
from April through October on maintenance of streets and town 
roads. It did assist in the hottopping of Water St., West Farming- 
ton, Intervale Road, and Upper Main Street from Sampson’s 
northerly to a short distance above Earl Jones residence. The 
guard rail above Gray Ford Garage was repaired by setting all 
new posts. Patching potholes was a continuing process due to 
wet weather, $3,300 having been expended for patching material, 
plus cost of labor and equipment. 

The southerly end of the Osborne Road was rebuilt with 
Town Road Improvement Funds, this section of road was weak 
and did not stand up during the spring thaw. TRI funds were not 
all expended for lack of time, but will be available for 1973.

A number of storm drainage problems in the business area 
appear to have been corrected, due to cooperation of the sewer 
contractor during the laying of the sewer lines. The old sewer 
is converted exclusively to a storm drain system. Catch basins 
repaired or rebuilt when necessary, and several plugged drainage 
lines opened and became operational. 

The State Aid Construction appropriation is carried forward 
to 1973 to be added to the 1973 appropriation. It is the plans of 
the Selectmen to expend the fund on the Town Farm Road com- 
mencing at the southerly end of the 1970 project and continue 
towards West Farmington Village. 

The 1971 hottop appropriation was added to the 1972 appro- 
priation which was expended to hottop Lower Main Street from 
the rotary at Center Bridge easterly to the Town Garage. 

There were 29 welfare cases assisted during the year at a 
cost of $4,099. $3,084 was expended on 10 Other Town Poor 
cases and $2,908 on 13 State Welfare cases for which the town 
is reimbursed. 

Forty shade trees were planted under contract with Mt. 
Appatite, the State reimbursing the town for one-half the cost. 
Forty maples were also included in the order but the nursery 
failed to provide the stock. By the time this was learned the 
planting season had passed. The survey for determining locations 
for planting was carried out by the Conservation Commission. 

The grand stand at Hippach Field was repaired and received 
a much needed application of paint. The brick wall bordering 
Intervale Road received masonry repairs. The chain link fence 
and posts enclosing the combination basketball court and tennis 
court was painted. 

The unappropriated surplus totaled $73,657 at year end, an 
increase of $14,594 over 1971. Tax Collections totaled $1,071,893 
or 93% of the 1972 commitment. 

The loader note was paid in full and $6,000 was paid on the 
revaluation note, leaving a balance of $13,600 due. Tax anticipa- 
tion loans totaled $730,000 with $50,000 due at the close of the 
year. Cash receipts totaled $2,134,812, warrants paid $2,112,377, 
leaving a cash balance of $22,434 as of December 31st.

Report of the Assessor 


The total valuation of all taxable real estate and personal 
property in the Town of Farmington as of April 1, 1972, was 
$35,947,721, representing an increase of $873,891 over the pre- 
vious year, despite the Town’s first full-time Assessor having 
taken office only two months before that date. 

However, increases in (1) the Town appropriation — $51,555, 
(2) the S.A.D. assessment — $50,347 and (3) the County tax — 
$5,800, although somewhat offset by the $32,755 received through 
the implementation of the new State-Municipal Revenue Sharing 
Program, made it necessary to increase the 1972 tax rate from 
$29.00 to $30.50 per thousand dollars of valuation. It is hoped 
that the new construction so much in evidence throughout the 
Town, plus the taxable personal property of the many new com- 
mercial ventures expected to be in operation by April 1, will help 
to “hold the line” on any possible increase in the tax rate for 1973. 

The efficient administration of any assessment system re- 
quires a constant review of the real estate market where values 
are made. Major changes in property values can usually be 
expected to be followed by corresponding changes in assess- 
ments to insure that they remain equitable. The continuing rise 
in property values in the Town of Farmington has already brought 
about many such changes since the revaluation. Additional 
changes should be anticipated, with emphasis on land values 
where the increases have been most pronounced. 

During the past year the Assessor attended meetings and 
conferences of the Maine Municipal Association, the Maine Asso- 
ciation of Assessing Officers, which he serves as a member of 
the Audit Committee, and the Society of Professional Assessors, 
of which he is a member of the Executive Board. In addition to 
serving as an instructor in the basic courses conducted at the 
annual Maine Assessor’s School held at Bowdoin College on 
August 7-11, your Assessor also completed the advanced course 
in Assessment Appraisal. In September he received a Certificate 
of Eligibility from the State Tax Assessor, becoming the eleventh 
in the State of Maine to receive the award. 

The revised personal property return forms used in 1972 will 
again be mailed this year to all known owners of taxable personal 
property. Your continued cooperation in the completion and re- 
turn of these forms will be very much appreciated. The use of 
new cards for the recording of all owners of real estate and per- 
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sonal property has been instituted, which has enabled the office 
to provide better service to the general public. 

The use of a computer service has been included in the 
Town Manager’s current budget, having the approval of the Board 
of Selectmen and the Budget Committee, and is subject to ac- 
ceptance at the annual town meeting. This will greatly facilitate 
the compilation of the commitment book and will provide a sep- 
arate tax bill for each parcel of property as identified by map and 
lot number. Additional benefits are expected to be realized as 
further uses are found for the full potential of the service. 

The cooperation of all who assisted in making this first year 
a most pleasant one is gratefully acknowledged and an invitation 
is hereby extended to visit the Assessor’s office and examine the 
records, property maps and aerial photographs of the Town of 
Farmington.

Cutler Memorial Library 


Report of 
the Cutler Memorial Library 


| To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


Once again the Trustees of the Farmington Public Library 
Association want to thank the voters of ihe town for the support 
they have always given to the library. Last year, our request for 
an appropriation of $9,500 — the same amount we had received 
each year since 1967 — was granted. However, because of in- 
creased costs for insurance, fuel, electricity and services, the 
$9,500 was not sufficient to meet all the expenses, and it was 
found necessary to draw upon library funds to balance our ac- 
count. 

We trust that this annual report, which we are submitting, 
showing as it does the results we have achieved in serving the 
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public during this past year, will warrant our requesting an ap- 
propriation for 1973 of $11,000. We shall appreciate your giving 
it your serious consideration. 

The most important ‘“‘happening”’ at the library for 1972 was, 
of course, the opening of the Ethel Withee Pratt Memorial Art 
Room in June. This room, which has been provided through the 
generosity of Dr. Lyde S. Pratt and Dr. and Mrs. Loring W. Pratt 
of Fairfield, serves as an important and useful art center. All 
expenses for the room’s construction were met by the Pratt 
family. 

Not only does the room house outstanding examples of rugs, 
both hooked and braided, weaving, china painting, jewelry, em- 
broidery, leather tooling, et cetera, done by the late Mrs. Pratt, 
but it also displays a permanent exhibit of articles made by the 
Westfield Weavers Guild of Westfield, New Jersey, of which both 
Dr. and Mrs. Lyde Pratt were charter members, and given to the 
room by the Guild. : 

Adequate cupboard space in the Pratt Room allows storage 
of items from the permanent collection, so that other exhibits 
may be displayed in the glassed-in areas. Exhibits held there 
since the opening of ihe room have included: five large woven 
textiles from the Newark Museum Association; photos made 
from the glass plates of Chansonetta Stanley Emmons; and a 
traveling print show from the Bowdoin College Museum of Art. . 
Other exhibits already are being planned for 1973. 

Generous shelving space in the room accommodate many 
of the fine art books as well as the library’s complete arts and 
crafts book collection. 

Also included in the room is a fine collection of rocks and 
minerals. The original Pratt collection was augmented during the 
year by some fine specimens received from Perham’s Maine 
Mineral Store, Saunder’s Gem Shop and Rock-N-Stop Shop, all 
of Maine. 

In keeping with the policy established by the Pratts that the 
room be used for cultural purposes, tentative plans are being 
made to have storytelling sessions held there during the spring 
semester of UMF. Students studying children’s literature at the 
University will serve as storytellers to groups of grammar school 
pupils. 

Mrs. Nelson Austin, assistant librarian, reported that 340 
children and their teachers visited the library during National 
Children’s Book Week. 

A list of the new books received at the library is printed in 
the local papers every month. Anyone physically unable to get 
to the library may call the librarian and request what books he 
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wants. If they are available, a member of the Friends of the Li- 
brary will deliver and return the books for him. 

Anyone wishing a book which the library does not own, is 
requested to notify the librarian. The Book Committee, which 
meets once a month, will consider the request, and usually the 
book is purchased. 

The Friends also continue to help on the book repair, to 
keep the magazines in order, and to arrange exhibits for the

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glass case in the rotunda room. Nine such displays have been 
shown this year, including the following: art work by Mt. Blue 
High School students, under the supervision of Mrs. Thomas 
Adams; examples of wall-painting done by Jonathan Poor in 1842; 
wooden tools — marking gauges, planes, folding rulers, etc. from 
John and William MacDonald’s collection; Civil War memorabilia 
given to the Farmington Historical Society by Edward Kershner; 
old Maine bottles belonging to collector, Donald W. McKeen; 
small antiques belonging to Miss Faith Holmes; tin collectibles 
from the collection of John Lovejoy; cachets illustrating the ist 
National Airmail Week in 1938, given to George Yeaton, Sr. by 
Lester Starbird; also a display of original editions of the works 
of Jacob Abbott, Elijah Kellogg and Sophie May. 

The library continues to work with the Maine State Library to 
provide talking book service for the handicapped. Material and 
equipment for display and demonstration are in the rotunda 
where they may be examined by interested persons. 

Gifts of books, scrapbooks, historical material or money for 
the purchase of books in memory of deceased friends have been 
received from the following: Miss Gladys A. Brown, Leon W. 
Anderson, Ben Stinchfield, Donald W. McKeen, Mrs. Laura P. 
Small, Mrs. Patricia P. Atz, Mrs. Loraine M. Piske, Miss Jean 
Reimers, Miss Caroline Wright, Dr. and Mrs. Loring W. Pratt, Mrs. 
Ross Fearon, the Westfield Weavers, Mrs. Ray W. Tobey, Mrs. 
Claire Harris, Mrs. Clarice Sturtevant, Miss Freda Skillin, Richard 
Higgins, Paul Dalrymple, Sr., Mrs. Harry Smith, Miss Edith Robin- 
son, Mrs. Philip Spinney. 

The 1972 book circulation showed an increase over that of 
1971 — 21,723 compared with 19,433. The grand total for 1972, 
including circulation of books, magazines and records, was 
22,347 compared with 1971’s 19,938. 

Besides the addition of the Pratt Room, the following im- 
provements were made during 1972: the lock on the vault room 
was repaired; two long fluorescent lamps were placed over the 
newspaper files in the basement; the sign, which has hung out- 
side the building since it was built, was repainted, giving the 
days and hours when the library is open; and, in keeping with 
the general improved appearance of the town during the summer 
months, through the efforts of Bernard ‘‘Bing” Etzel and the 
Garden Club, the library did its share by having its lawn neatly 
mowed and its hedge clipped regularly; the librarians were given 
slight salary increases; the beautiful solid oak doors at the en- 
trance were repaired and restored. 

In June our Association was honored by having Richard G. 
Morton, one of our trustees and now a state representative, 
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elected a vice-president of the Maine Library Trustees Associa- 
tion. 

In 1973, the Trustees hope to accomplish the addition of a 
new stack section in the Children’s Room; to purchase a steel file 
for valuable documents, books and papers in the vault room; and 
to begin modernizing the stack room in the basement. 

_They feel these goals may be accomplished if the voters 
appropriate the $11,000 they are requesting. They will appreciate 
your support, and the entire town will benefit from it.

the Police Chief 


To the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


Every year there seems to be an increase in the work load for 
the policemen. Farmington is growing and with its growth come 
more problems for the police. The Wilton Road which used to be 
a rural area is now a business area. The Colonial Valley Motel, 
Restaurant and Cocktail Lounge stays open until after midnight. 
This brings more people and more problems into the area. The 
new shopping center will be opening soon. There will be more 
problems for the police. There has already been an increase in 
accidents. | have been able to get the speed reduced and “No 
Passing” signs erected in the area in front of the shopping center. 
| do not feel this is enough. | think the road should be widened 
and more lanes for passing and turning added. The patrol car 
does check the Wilton Road but with just one vehicle there is not 
enough time spent in the area. 

Two areas that have increased in the number of cases this 
year are traffic accidents and drugs. We had 300 traffic accidents 
reported to the police this year. There were 52 accidents reported 
in the month of December. This was the highest report of acci- 
dents for any single month that the Police Department has ever 
had. The drug problem has increased too. In the year 1971 the 
Police Department had 3 drug cases in court. During the year 
1972 we had 21 drug cases in court. 

The chief attended a supervisory school last June held at 
Thomas College in Waterville. The officers attended night clases 
at Mt. Blue High School one night a week for eight weeks. These 
classes were conducted by the Maine Law Enforcement and 
Criminal Justice Academy. The officers will start similar classes 
again around ihe middle of March of this year. There is a state 
law now requiring full time police officers to receive in-service 
training once a year. 

There is an article in the town warrant to close South Street. 
| feel as Police Chief the closing of South Street would create 
problems for ihe residents of Farmington and the Police Depart- 
ment. There is a parking problem in this area now. If this street 
is closed to parking it wouid enlarge the problem. | have not been 
informed if the closing of South Street means closing it to all 
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vehicle traffic. | assume it does. If this is the case the next street 
north of South Street is Academy Street, and this street is too 
narrow to handle all the traffic. | believe before Souih Street is 
closed a survey should be taken, engineers should be consulted, 
and a plan should be presented to the people. It might be possi- 
ble to put a street across from the foot of Abbott Hill to High 
Street. By doing this it might help both the college and Farming- 
ton residents. 

The police have not forgotten the tragedy of the Hand girl. 
The Farmington Police and the State Police have checked out 
any information we have received and we are still checking. We 
welcome any new information. 

| wish to thank the full time officers: Sgt. Arihur VanDerhoff, 
Sheridan Smith, Douglas Howard, Sr., Dennis C. Pike and Nolan 
Wilcox. | also wish to thank the spare officers: Carroll Sinski, 
Cyrus Decker, Haroid Hemingway, Wendall Kolreg and Phil Foster 
for their fine cooperation.

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Report of 
the Fire Chief 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


The following is the annual report of the Fire Department 
for the year 1972. The Department has answered 69 local calls 
and 5 out of town calls. 

We have held 12 regular meetings and 2 special meetings. 
We have had a school of instruction conducted by the state in 
the use of hose and pumps. 

Last year in my report | brought to the attention of the towns- 
people the fact that the Fire Department felt that serious consid- 
eration should be given to building a new fire station. 

The building now used as a fire station is owned by the 
Farmington Village Corporation. This means that the Fire Depart- 
ments pays $1200 a year plus 60% of the maintenance. 

At present the town holds a Class C insurance rating. If this 
rating is lost due to lack of proper equipment and housing facili- 
ties, it would mean that the property owners insurance rates 
would increase 10-20% and in some cases would be doubled. 

We as members of the Fire Depariment, feel that all citizens 
of Farmington should bear in mind that this is a college town. 
Each year the college has a larger enrollment and new and larger 
buildings. We feel our equipment is not adequate for proper pro- 
tection of the town. Before adequate equipment can be obtained, 
we need larger housing facilities. 

The Department hopes the voters will seriously consider the 
building of a new fire station.

During this period of operation, ABLE AMBULANCE SERV- 
ICE, INC. has purchased a 1972 Chevrolet Yankee Coach Am- 
._ bulance which has a four stretcher capacity. Along with this 
ambulance, Franklin County Memorial Hospital has allowed us 
unrestricted use of their 1968 vehicle. This has enabled us to 
handle routine transfers out of town with a vehicle still available 
to service the area. In cases of emergency transfers where there 
is no time to bring in a second crew, ambulance services to the 
north and south of us have supplied service in our absence. All 
services have entered into cooperating support agreements, 
supplying service in another area during emergencies, long 
transfers, or vehicle breakdowns. 

We have installed in our office, telephone answering equip- 
ment which will tell a caller how to obtain an ambulance while 
we are unable to be in the office. Either a message telling the 
caller to call the hospital so we may be reached by radio, or the 
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telephone number of another ambulance service is left each and 
every time we are out of the office. This system has proved very 
valuable to all concerned parties and this equipment will be 
maintained in following years. 

Some rumors have gotten back to us that are unfounded. 
When a patient calls our ambulance, he or she may be taken to 
any hospital desired, unless the technician feels there is an 
immediate life-threatening situation, in which case the patient 
would be urged to go to the closest hospital to correct this 
situation, and then taken to another hospital after it is apparent 
that the patient will not be endangered during the transfer. 
Another false belief which we have become aware of, is that some 
feel it is necessary to have a doctor’s permission before an am- 
bulance can be sent to a home. This is not the case. Anyone 
may call for the ambulance and we will respond to the scene 
with no caller being financially responsible to us. 

During this period of operation, it has become apparent that 
the public is more aware of ambulance services available to them. 
Consequently, we feel that many people may have been spared 
further injury by the risk of being mishandled by untrained lay- 
men. We feel that much of this awareness has come through 
First Aid sessions which we have sponsored. These courses are 
open to any interested citizen and a call to our office will enroll 
the individual for future courses. a 

All in all, it has proved to be a rewarding year for us and we 
wish to express our appreciation to the citizens for their continued 
support and confidence in our abilities to render emergency 
medical care to the sick and injured of this area.

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Annual Report of the 
Androscoggin Home Health Services 


In 1972 the Androscoggin Home Health Services had its 
most active year ever serving residents of the Androscoggin- 
Franklin-Oxford County region. Nearly 40,000 nursing, physical 
therapy, speech therapy, health aide and homemaker visits were 
provided to more than 1,600 patients/clients, an increase of 61% 
over 1971. 

While services were distributed over all age groups, our 
special emphasis has continued to be serving the elderly popula- 
tion. Our primary goal is to enhance the potential for people to 
remain in their homes — to retain and/or maintain their inde- 
pendence. 

Speaking of independence, a major factor contributing to the 
increased service capacity noted above was our participation in 
the Maine Department of Health and Welfare sponsored Project 
Independence, this area’s special program designed to improve 
services to senior citizens. Through Project Independence the 
Androscoggin Home Health Services was able to utilize a large 
portion of its municipal donations to obtain matching federal 
funds, thus tripling the impact of the community-raised dollars. 

Also with the assistance of Project Independence, the 
A.H.H.S. provided a series of healih screening clinics for senior 
citizens during April, May and June. Some 1,000 persons par- 
ticipated in these clinics, with 204 being identified as needing 
followup examinations. Our goal was eariy detection of health 
problems; followup investigation indicated a significant number 
of participants discovered previously unknown health problems, 
many of which could be effectively controlled through medical 
attention. 

In the Town of Farmington the A.H.H.S. provided home care 
services to thirty-seven patients and their families. Collectively 
these people received eight hundred sixty-six visits in cate- 
gories as follows: nursing, 774; physical therapy, 4; homemaker, 
88. 

On behalf of our organization, | wish to express my apprecia- 
tion to the town officials and citizens of Farmington whose sup- 
port has been so crucial to our endeavors.

TRI COUNTY MENTAL HEALTH SERVICES, INC. 


During 1972 increased staff significantly resulted in expanded 
programs. Two full time counselors provided counseling with 
children working closely with parents and school officials. An 
alcoholism counselor has developed a new program for alcoholics 
in the area with a great deal of success in helping persons with 
drinking problems to remain sober. Educational and consultation 
programs relating to alcoholism have been initiated in schools 
and with local industry. Two full time counselors and two part 
time counselors have provided services to adults with emotional 
and family. problems. Charles W. Eastman, M.D. and John Arness, 
M.D., have provided psychiatric services, a total of three days 
per week. 

On July 1, 1972 the Franklin County Area Counseling Service, 
Inc. merged with the mental health agencies of Oxford and An- 
droscoggin Counties in order to insure continued and expanded 
State and Federal funding support for this organization. This 
transition has been smooth and has already resulted in a stronger, 
more stable program. The office has moved across the street 
in Wilton and is now located at 6 High Street, upstairs from the 
Village Sandwich Shop. 

In your town 27 children and 91 adults were seen for a 
total of 1,984 interviews.

During the past year through the Franklin County Food Dis- 
tribution Program, a total of 4,431 individuals in Farmington re- 
ceived Federally Donated Commodities. At an average value of 
$18.50 per person, the diets of these people were supplemented 
by $81,973.50 worth of food, approximately 160,000 pounds. Dur- 
ing the past year we have had the following food available at 
least once.

The number of people receiving food varies each month. 
Ofien they get the food only one month as a result of sickness of 
the wage earner or lay-off, or a period of low earnings in those 
industries affected by the seasons. 

A few changes did occur in the program during the past year 
which include some funds through Emergency Employment Act. 
The first change was that a Community Action Agency could no 
longer contract with the State Dept. of Health and Welfare to be 
recipient agency, however, the County could. The Franklin County 
Commissioners when approached did feel the program worthy and 
did become recipient agency. They then contracted the program 
to the Franklin County Community Action Council. At that time 
U.S.D.A. (U. S. Dept. of Agriculture) gave their Donated Com- 
modity Program a new name which was passed along to us, the 
Food Distribution Program. 

_ A final change was an increase in income guidelines granted 
by U.S.D.A. (enclosed).

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Report of the 
Farmington Planning Board 


The Farmington Planning Board became active during 1972 
in response to added responsibilities in the area of land develop- 
ment review assigned to town planning boards by the Legislature. 
In general the review process may involve a local planning board 
in two ways. The first is an application for development with the 
Department of Environmental Protection involving more than 
twenty acres of land or 60,000 sq. ft. of building space. In these 
cases the local board, undertakes a review which is submitted 
to the Department of Environmental Protection. The second re- 
view function involves the subdivision of land into three or more 
parcels. Because town planning boards are required to review 
and approve all such subdivisions the Farmington Board adopted 
in November a set of guidelines for the subdivision of land. These 
guidelines will make possible a consistent review process in 
keeping with the directives of the Legislature. Copies of the 
guidelines may be obtained in the Town Office. 


The Board has reviewed four subdivisions during the year, 
all prior to the adopting of guidelines. Other activities include: 


1. working with the Farmington Conservation Commission 
in an attempt to meet the mandatory shoreline zoning 
date of July 1, 1973 


2. the establishment of a citizen’s group to make recom- 
mendations in the area of recreation 


3. a study of pedestrian safety with special emphasis on 
Main St., High St., and Intervale Road. 


Regular monthly meetings are held in the Town Offices at 
8:00 p.m. on the first Thursday of each month and ail citizens are 
cordially invited to attend all business meetings.

Conservation Commussion 


_The Farmington Conservation Commission is pleased to 
submit this report of its activities for 1972. Members of the Com- 
mission include Bruce Plummer, Chairman; C. Kevin Mullin, Vice 
Chairman; Walter Gooley, Executive Secretary; Roland Cullenberg, 
Treasurer; Richard B. Day, Chairman, Education Committee. 
Associate members include Mary A. Chakoumakos, Correspond- 
ing Secretary; Diane Luce, and Donald Robinson. 

The 100th anniversary of Arbor Day was celebrated on April 
28, 1972 and a tree planting ceremony at the Town Commons was 
arranged by the Commission. Three sugar maple trees were 
planted by boys and girls from area scouting and 4-H organiza- 
tions. A program is planned for 1973. 


Arbor Day at the Common. 
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During 1972 a total of 42 shade trees were planted under the 
State Shade Tree Planting Program, which paid 50% of the total 
cost. Your Commission located the planting sites, determined the 
species suitable for planting, and supervised the planting opera- 
tion. No sugar maples were available during 1972 and areas 
designated for sugar maples will receive them in 1973. Species 
planted during 1972 included red maple, Schwedleri and crimson 
king maples, oak and green ash. 

The Commission was also involved in the tree removal pro- 
gram. Members marked for removal during the fall those trees 
which were dead or dying and considered a hazard. Most of the 
trees marked were elms which had died from the Dutch elm 
disease. Tree removal was handled by Reigh Greenleaf of 
Farmington. It is hoped that within a few years the tree planting 
program will replace many of the trees lost and the Town will 
again be recognized for its beautiful shade trees. 

A Ford Foundation grant in the amount of $680.00 was 
awarded to Farmington for an open space assessment program. 
Aerial photos and maps have been secured and current land use 
for both urban and rural areas will be inventoried and locaied on 
the maps. The University of Maine at Farmington is cooperating 
in this project and the land use inveniory will be handled as a 
student project. 

The Conservation Commission, as authorized by the Board of 
Selectmen, is developing a municipal shoreline ordinance which 
will affect a 250’ zone on the shores of lakes, ponds, rivers and 
streams. This is being done to comply with the State provisions 
of the Mandatory Zoning and Subdivision Control Statute (Title 
12, M.R.S.A., Section 4811-4814) which will take effect July 1, 1973. 

The Commission was asked to investigate and issue land use 
development environmental impact statements for two proposed 
projects. These were sent to the Staite Department of Environ- 
mental Protection. Also, during the year, the Commission re- 
ceived cooperation from the Extension Service, University of 
Maine at Farmington, Soil Conservation Service, Maine Foresiry 
Depariment, Strong and Phillips Conservation Commissions, and 
the Maine Association of Conservation Commissions. 

The Farmington Conservation Commission seeks to protect 
the natural resources of the community through conservation 
including open space preservation; scenic, aesthetic, flora, and 
fauna preservation and beautification; pollution control of all 
types; and waste disposal of all types. Bequests of land for 
scenic, recreational or other public use purposes may be accepted 
by the Commission for the Town.

The Farmington Swimming Program conducted at the Clear- 
water Lake Beach experienced another successful season of 
swimming instruction this past summer. The program which 
started on June 19th offered a two week Junior and Senior Life 
Saving Course for youth over the age of 12 and was filled to 
capacity with 30 registrations. On July 10th the basic swimming 
instruction course for those in the 2nd through 6th grades com- 
menced. The instruction courses were split into two three-week 
sessions and offered basic switnming instruction for beginners 
through swimmers according to the Red Cross swimming stand- 
ards. Over 300 children and youth from the Farmington area par- 
ticipated in the programs this past summer. The Waterfront Staff 
consisted of Laurie Friberg Hodgkins, Director, Penny Floyd, 
Asst. Director, Cindy Ferrari and Judy Friberg, Instructors, and 
a corps of volunteers. The success of the program is due directly 
to this fine, capable staff of Farmington young people. Bus trans- 
portation for the participants was contracted from SAD No. 9. 
The program was financed through registration fees, town alloca- 
tions from Farmington, New Sharon, and Chesterville, and through 
tuition fees from participants from other surrounding com-

(1351.) Hazard clearance 

Any municipal or private dump within the State established 
and maintained for the disposal of waste, rubbish or debris of 
any nature which might facilitate either the origin or spread of 
forest fires shall be operated under the following preventive 
measures: A strip 10. feet wide cleared to mineral soil must be 
constructed on all sides of the dump. A water supply, the suit- 
ability of which shall be determined by the forest ranger and town 
forest fire warden, may be substituted for the cleared strip along 
any portion of the perimeter; all grass, weeds, slash, brush and 
debris and other inflammable material shall be removed for a 
distance of 100 feet in all directions ouiside the cleared mineral 
soil strip; live trees need not be removed except that green 
branches of conifers and dead branches of all trees shall be 
pruned to a height of 10 feet above the ground; dead snags of all 
trees shall be removed. During periods of high forest fire hazard 
if a municipal dump is burning municipal officers shall maintain 
a watchman at such dumps and owners and operators of private 
dumps shall do the same. 


(1355.) Loss of state reimbursement 

Any municipality in which a municipal dump has been posted 
“Closed to Dumping” as set forth in this subchapter, which con- 
tinues to permit dumping therein, shail during said period lose 
the benefits of state reimbursement of forest fire suppression 
costs on fires which escape from such dump as provided by 
Title 25, section 2505, up to an amount equal to 1% of the state 
valuation of the municipality.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 
The system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and reconciled with current receipts 
and/or petty cash. 

Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank state- 
ments furnished by the depository and/or by bank confirmation. 
Other recorded assets and liabilities were verified on a test basis. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
disbursements and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celed checks were examined on a selective basis. 

Excise tax collections were checked with copies of receipts 
retained by the collector. Debt, trust and reserve fund transac- 
tions were examined. Sewer construction transactions and con- 
tracts were reviewed. Insurance and bond coverages were de- 
termined. 
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COMMENTS 
DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended 
departmental balance of $17,978.26 was lapsed to unappropriated 
surplus, per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $ 33,423 27 
Overdrafts 15,445 01 


Net Unexpended Balance $17,978 26 


The overlay, supplemental taxes and unexpended balances in 
various other accounts, particularly in the administration, revalu- 
ation program, town poor, retirement, sewer maintenance and 
sidewalk accounts were the major factors contributing to the net 
unexpended departmental balance lapsed. The larger overdrafts 
were in the roads and bridges, tar surface treatment and interest 
accounts. The records did not indicate that authority had been 
granted allowing overdrafts in appropriation accounts. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying finan- 
cial statements: 


ASSETS .... The general and construction fund balances totaled 
$22,434.59 and $208,022.69 respectively at December Ste19 te 
The bank balances used in reconciling these amounts were con- 
firmed by the depository. Petty cash was counted. 

Investments were comprised principally of a 5% time cer- 
tificate of $31,933.00 with the First National Bank of Farmington, 
Maine. The remaining investment of $10.00 is represented by one 
share of stock #1490 in the Farmington Farmers Union. 

Accounts receivable consisted of reimbursable expenditures 
for services rendered governmental agencies for welfare purposes. 

Taxes receivable totaled $92,970.14 at the year end. Current 
year uncollected taxes amounted to $81,193.13 and $11,777.01 
was for delinquent accounis dating from 1963. Other general fund 
assets included tax liens and tax acquired property amounting to 
$9 420.07 and $2,583.32 respectively. 
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LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS ....A tax anticipation 
loan of $50,000.00 was outstanding at December 31, 1972. 

The departmental accounts showed a net unexpended bal- 
ance of $5,153.76 carried forward to the ensuing year. The sewer 
construction and federal revenue sharing reserves totaled 
$208,022.69 and $31,933.00 respectively at the year end. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $73,657.81, an in- 
crease of $14,594.49 for the year. This change was occasioned 
principally by the current year operational gain and unappro- 
priated excise tax revenue less a transfer to reduce the tax levy. 


DEBT FUND .... The debt fund, incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, reflects the long term indebtedness 
amounting to $848,600.00 which consisted principally of sewer 
construction bonds. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS ... . Funds held in trust by the 
town totaled $43,568.28. The funds are comprised of cemetery 
perpetual care funds amounting to $18,888.61, school funds of 
$18,679.67 and a library fund of $6,000.00. 

The capital reserve funds, which have been established for 
designated capital improvement and replacement of equipment 
purposes, totaled $23,774.12. 

The trust and reserve funds are invested in a certificate of 
deposit and savings deposits in local banks. 


GENERAL 
At the annual town meeting the voters authorized a transfer 


from surplus to reduce the current year tax levy as well as the 
use of excise tax revenue for the highways and bridges account.

The board shall consist of five members, who shall serve for 
terms of five years, except that the first appointments shall be 
for one, two, three, four and five years. The members shall be 
appointed by the municipal officers, and vacancies shall be 
filled in the same manner. The members may be removed by the 
municipal officers. The members shall serve without compensa- 
tion. 


SECTION 4. Finances 
No warrant on any appropriation for recreation purposes shall 
be honored unless approved by the board of recreation. 


SECTION 5. Jurisdiction 

The board shall have control and jurisdiction over all play- 
grounds, recreation centers and other places which have pre- 
viously, or may in the future, be set aside for the purpose of public 
recreation and given over to its control. 


Article 29. 
To see if the Town will vote to amend, an crdinance entitled 
“The Control of Dogs’, enacted at the annual Town Meeting held 
on March 16, 1970. When amended, shall read as follows: 
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Amend Section 1. of Definition by adding (c) “At Large’ — 
shall be intended to mean off the premises of the dog’s owners 
and not under the control and restraint of the dog’s owner or a 
member of his immediate family, either by leash, cord, chain, 
“at heel’, or under command. 

Amend Section 3 by replacing the section with language to 
read as follows: 

Running at large, No owner shall cause or permit any dog 
owned or kept by him, or in his possession or under his control, 
to run at large within the Town. A dog, while in or on any public 
way or place, or in or on any other place, except, as hereinafter 
provided shall be under restraint, within the meaning of this 
ordinance, if it is controlled by a leash, cord, chain or at “Heel,” 
Or under the control of a person and obedient to that person’s 
command, or on or within a vehicle being driven or parked on the 
streets, or within the property limits of its owner or keeper. 
Nothing in this ordinance shall be held to require the leashing 
or restraint of any dog while on its owner’s or keeper’s premises. 


Notice is hereby given that the Board of Registration of 
Voters will be in session at the Community Center Building on 
March 7th and 8th from 1 P.M. to 5 P.M. and 7 P.M. to 9 P.M. for 
the purpose of revising the list of voters and accepting new 
registrations.

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COMPANY K, 2ND MAINE INFANTRY REGIMENT, C/RCA 1917. 


COMPANY K, 103rd INFANTRY 


Six days after the United States entered World War | on 
April 6th, 1917, Farmington’s Co. K, along with other companies 
of the 2nd Maine Regiment, Col. Hume commanding, was called 
out to guard bridges and railheads in the state. The regiment 
became the first white regiment in the nation to be recruited up 
to 150 men per company. At this time Co. K acquired a bear cub 
mascot named ‘‘Kay”. The regiment was mustered into Federal 
Service in August 1917 at Camp Keyes, Augusta. Soon afterwards 
they moved to Camp Bartlett, Westfield, Mass. where the regiment 
served as the nucleus for the new, enlarged 103rd U. S. Inf., a 
part of the 26th (‘Yankee’) Division, A.E.F. 

In less than five weeks of the formation of the 103rd Inf., it 
began to move toward France. Co. K, part of Maj. Southard’s 
3rd Battalion, sailed aboard the Lapland, landed in England and 
soon after crossed the Channel to France. 

Records show that while in France Co. K moved seventy 
times. The regiment served with distinction on the following 
fronts: Chemin-des-Dames, Toul, and Chateau Thierry (where the 
regiment relieved the Marines at Belleau Wood and participated 
in the attack on Torcy). The end of war saw them taking part in 
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formerly the 2nd Maine Regiment) 1917-1919 


the Meuse-Argonne Offensive where Co. K was commended for 
making a successful flanking attack at Bois de Ville. 

On Christmas Day, 1918, President Wilson inspected the 
regimental area and a review of the entire 26th Division (25,000 
men) was made by General Pershing in January, 1919. 

K. Co. returned home aboard the America in March 1919 and 
the men were discharged at Camp Devens, Mass. in late April 
1919. 


While in France ithe regiment lost a total of 392 men. Co. K’s 
loss was 22, among whom was Dan Gould of New Vineyard said 
to be ‘‘the tallest soldier in the A.E.F.” 


* * * * 


Surviving members of Co. K. who served during WWI and are 
still residing in this area are: Gilbert Miller, Nelson Dingiey, 
Roland Dingley, Lee Millett and Herbert Foster of Farmington;
